Old Age Annuities 


Louis L>. Brandejs. one of Boston's 


most prominent lawyers, student of 
sociology^and authority on the indus- 
trial question, spoke yesterday after- 
noon as did Robertson G. Hunter, state 
actuary for savings banks 
insurance 


and old age annuities, of which Mr 
Brandeis is.a devoted, loyal and.ear- 
nest advocate. Mr. Brandeis said that 
the movement was one that 
should 


interest every man in Massachusetts 
and that every man should contribute 
what he can for the improvement of 
conditions; .to do what he'can for the 
welfare of the masses. 


He said that after having acquaint- 


ed himself with the industrial question 
he satisfied himself that unionism was 
a necessary adjunct and that savings 
banks' insurance and old age annuities 
were also a necessary adjunct.

A GREAT RECEPTION 


,; SOFIA, Oct. 13.—Prince Ferdinand

planned for Sunday, but It was deferred 
for a day In the hope that some pow- 
er would break the Ice of international 
formality by s.omc mark cf recognition.

that Austrlans had raised an Austrian 
flag, which sent crowds Hyjng thither 
eager to expend their enthusiasm, and 


1 latet; the American legation was made 


the object-, o( particular attention be- 
cause of the hope that the United States 
might take the lead, not being a party 
to the Berlin treaty. 


But International formalities, which 


prevented official recognition did not 
put a damper upon the popular jubila- 
tion. 
The entire town turned out to 


witness the coming of the prince.

: double line of soldiers restrained the 


masses along the route of procession. 


The royal party left the train, which 


brought them from Philippopolls at a 
signal station a short distance 
outside 


the city and proceeded by automobile 
to the summit of the plateau overlook- 
Ing Sofia. 
There they mounted horses, 
the attending generals and regimental 
•chiefs. bloz(ng with gold, and forming a 
brilliant cavalcade. 
They advanced in 


stately manner down the hl.ll and en- 


tered the city amid salutes from the 
artillery. 


DYNASTIC CRISIS FEARED 


VIENNA. Oct. 13.—The inflammatory 


speeches of Crown Prince George of 
Servia, who is Inciting the people to 
war while his father, King Peter, has 
observed an attitude of caution, causes 
considerable uneasiness Ln official cir- 
cles In Belgardc, according to despatch- 
es received here. 
Theie Is less fear ot 


war than of a dynastic crisis and an 
attempt to place the crown prince on 
the throne. 


The Servian premier has tried vainly 


lo suppress the crown prince, for it Is 
feared that he may lead bands of vol- 
unteers against Bosnia, or do something 
equally rosh. 


TREMENDOUS OVATIONS

Oct. 13.—Tim Sofia corres- 


pondent of the Temps warns his read- 
ers against placing too much reliance 
In the Pacific assurances

Hhe is a young woman of remarkable

mental trouble the authorities saw occa- 
sion, at the lime she escaped, to ask the 
police to make especial effort to capture 
her. laying stress upon the fact that she 
was a dangerous person to have at large.

When the train 
comes to an actual standstill he not 
only makes his appearance at its rear 
end, but opens his smiling mouth and 
Is delivered of the most pertinent ut- 
terances lie has at his command.

Jt Is made up of two cars and 
an engine, one car a combination par- 
lor coach and baggage room,.the other 
a combination of sleeper and dining 
car.

it Is called the "red special," and it 
will travel at least 30,000 miles beforo 
Its Itinerary Is completed.

The "red special" and Its comforts 


are not alone for Mr. Debs and his 
fellow spellbinders. The great Ameri- 
can'public Is free to participate In Its 
luxuriousness to any extent which it 
may elect. Any person Is permitted to 
board the train whenever it stops and 
may proceed as far as he wishes at tho 
uniform rate of 2 cents a mile.

may obtain meals on the train at 60

Harrison, however, regarded such a 
course as an absolutely necessary pro- 
ceeding. The report was being circu- 
lated about the country that he was a 
mere puppet in the hands of political 
schemers, • and he knew of no better 
way to controvert it than by appear- 
ing In person. It was he who planned 
the Whig gathering at the battleground 
of Tippecanoe, near Lafayette, 
Ind., 


one of the greatest political meetings 
ever held In any-country. A log cabin 
was built in the middle of the field, 
and in it General Harrison received the 
veterans wlio had fought under him 
against Teeumseh. Afterward he made 


great speech and concluded with 


his famous handshaking tournament. 
There were 30,000 persons present, and 
some of them came In wagons more 
than"«300 miles. 


His' grandson, Benjamin Harrison, 


never made a prolonged stumping tour 
on his own behalf in a presidential 
campaign, but during McKtnley's first 
candidacy he made a series of short 
speeches while on tour wtych showed 
him to be a master of the brief popu- 
lar address. A peculiarity of the lat- 
er Harrison's campaign was that he 
never- tailed to disappoint those whe 
saw and heard him .for the first tlme^- 
once by his small stature-and apparent 
feebleness .of voice and again by hie 
real merit as a speaker and his actual 
oratorical.power. - Not one of the can- 
didates of the present year is handi- 
capped by the physical disadvantages 
under which Mr. Harrison labored. In 
vivid contrast are the marked Impress- 
iveness and personal attractiveness 
of the candidates of the two great 
parties.. One who was present when 
Mr. Harrison delivered his famous 
New York speech during the McKlnley 
campaign wrote as follows: 


"When Mr. Harrison came out upon 


the stage he looked like nothing so 
much as a full grown, middle aged 
brownie. 
He was much stouter than 


a man of his rather low stature should 
be, his legs were too short, and his 
head was too large. All these personal 
peculiarities were emphasized by his 
evening costume. 
I had never seen 


him before, and I was rather crest- 
fallen over the figure Tie cut. At first 
his voice, thin and reedy and hardly 
audible in the rear of the house, added 
to. the generally unfavorable .impres- 
sion, but as he continued his voice 
rounded and strengthened and., grad-, 
ually became clearer until it reached 
every nook and cranny of the place. 
Meanwhile the audience, at first un- 
responsive, warmed up and began to 
cheer.

finished he'vyas swaying the big audi- 
ence before him'as the wind sways a 
field o£ wheat."

] couple of million bullets per hour with- 
out getting overheated. It is not fired 


i by gunpowder. 
It makes no noise, 


; emits no smoke, is flashless and gives.. 
' off no fumes. No crank has to be turn- 
j^ed by hand. No dynamite, gun cotton, 
i nltroglyccrln 
or other chemical or 


j explosive is employed to send, tha 
deadly shower of. bullets, hurtling a 
mile through space at the rate of £QO a 
second, 30,000 a minute, when the gun 
Is worked at ordinary speed and 2,000,- 
000 an hour If pushed-to its-maximum; 
capacity. The velocity of the projec 
tiles is from 1.500 feet to '3,000 feet a 
second, according to the will of (he op- 
erator. There is no recoil, it cannot 
explode, and two men can operate it.

The expense of firing 1,000;- 
000 bullets requiring powder and shells 
is more than $20,000.

LTHOUGH the engrossing busi- 


ness of electing a new execu- 
tive Is on hand and all other 
national projects have- been 


obscured by tho one event which once 
in every four years monopolizes the atj 
tention of the entire country. It is well 
to remember that work on the Panama 
canal is still progressing. In view of 
the fact\that It is In m'any respects the 
most Important work ever undertaken 
by the American people, It is not easy 
to account for the apparent popular 
Indifference concerning its progress.

it have relaxed in their duty of "mak- 
ing the dirt fly." 
Last year at the 


close of the regular congressional ses- 
sion the feeling In this country was 
decidedly pessimistic. 
About $130.- 


000.000 had already been expended or 
authorized to be spent on the canal, 
and It was admitted by the authorities 
that nothing more than a fair begin- 
ning had been made. This was not an 
especially encouraging situation when 
it was recalled that the original esti- 
mate of the total cost of the canal was 
JHo.OOO.'OOO. In addition to all this tho 
engineer of the canal, from whom mir- 
acles of organization and actual ac- 
complishment had been expected, re 
signed and nobody seemed to know 
why.

All this has taken time, patience and 


plenty of money. An army of 30,000 
workmen was to take up Its residence 
In this region, and the baleful history 
of thl building of the railroad must 
not bo repeated.

It was later decided that the proposi- 


tion of the manufacturers should not 
be acted upon at today's meeting. Tho
